THE QUESTION OF LOW ... 
GRALYR WHEAT 


Many are perplexed about the 
price spreads on No. 5, 6 and feed 
wheat compared with the prices of 
‘No. 1 northern wheat, and why these 
spreads vary in different years. Some 
think there always ougi:t to be the 
same price spread between these low- 
er grades and No, 1. Perhaps. the 
perplexity is because we fail to rea- 
lize that for the most part No, 1, 2, 
8 and 4 Northern wheats are used for 
making fleur and bread for human 
consumption, whereas No. 5, 6 and 
feed wheats are for the most part 
only suitable for animal feeding. There 
pre, therefore, two distinct and sep- 
arate markets, whiclu do not always 
work together. The prices at any 
time for the wheat suitable for 
human consumption depend on the 
relative prices of other products such 
as rye rice, potatoes, vegetables, 
fruits, fish and meats that human be- 
ings can substitute to some. extent 
for bread wheat; whereas the prices 
of wheats suitable for animal feed- 
ing depend on the relative prices 
of substitutes that animals can ¢on- 
sume, such as corn, harley, oats, hay, 
forage crops, grasies and so forth. 
If we can keep these distinctions in 
mind, it will give us a better under- 
standing of why the prices of lower 
grade wheats suitable for animal 
feeding are not always in steady re- 
lationship to the prices for higher 
grade wheats suitable for human con- 
sumption.—Woorld of Wheat.

In 1882 tiie Canadian Pacific 
Railway grade had reached point 
20 miles west of Maple Creek. In 
April of the next year, work was 
resumed and under the impelling in- 
luence of Mr. Van Horne rapid 
progress was made. Five thousand 
men and 1700 teams worked  in- 
cessantly and as many as 20 miles 
of steel were laid in three days in 
@ record breaking drive. ‘. 

The appearance of the great army 

nf men, the camp and the horses im- 
préssed the natives of the plains in 
various ways. One incident was 
pathic in its way and made a deep 
impression on the great road build- 
er who happened to be at the end 
ef the line,. Just as the shades of 
night were falling, Mr. Van Horne 
saw a mounted Indian appear on the 
top of a nearby hill and gaze intently 
at the construction camip, His 
beari’.; was impressive and dignified 
with his colorful eagle feathers flut- 
tering in the breeze, Sittting out- 
lined against the fading skyline, he 
seemed to contemplate at some 
length this,intrusion upon ‘the an- 
cient domain’ of his fathers. Then 
without sign or word he _ quietly 
disappeared withthe last rays of the 
setting sun. 
_ Chief Piapot, with his band camped 
on the right-of-way, held up the 
construction gang for a while.’ Two 
lone police officers appeared and 
ordered the seemingly hostile band 
to move off. Piapot had either to 
kill the officers in scarlet and face 
a murder charge or give in and 
‘move away. He chose the latter 
course as be was a wise chief. 

In May Fort Walsh was demolished. 
All the sound timber was freighted 
to Maple Creek or Medicine Hat, The 
scrap materia] was given to the In- 
dians for firewood, '

us. On June 10th, 1883, the firat 
locomotive hauling several cars ar- 
rived at “The Hat.™ 

After .much research Mr (Turner 
states that the unusaul name of 
Medicine Hat was the outcome of a 
muddled Indian legend. 

A Blackfoot warrior had a vision 
while .camped on the South Branch 
of the Saskatchewan Rver, Ice cov- 
ered the river except at one spot 
where there was open water. A cole 
orful gfiure emerged at this opening 
—some versions say an Indian Chief, 
others—a huge serpent, wearing an 
elaborate ‘head dress adorned with 
eagle plumes. The warrior at the 
time was courting a maiden 
and was told by the apparition that 
if he would throw her to the under- 
water creature, he would become the 
greatest Chief of all the tribes, For 
love of her barbaric finance, the girl 
acquiesced and was committed to 
the deep. Henceforth, the place was 
known as the “Place of the Medicine 
Hat,” 

When Fort Walsh was abandoned in 
1888, it was decided to erect build- 
ings at Maple Creek and Medicine 
Hat, Accommodation was provided 
for 25 men and horses at each glace. 
The site chosen at Medicine Hat was 
on the north side of the river about 
one mile east of town. The North 
West Coal and Navigation Company 
erected theze buildings. The company 
also started a mail service by stage 
from Medicine Hat to Macleod, a 
distance of 40 miles, With relays of 
horses every 30 miles, the distance 
was covered in 24 hours. Up to this 
time the nearest outlet from Macleod 
‘wis to the Northern Pacific in Mon- 
tana, his was a distance of 800

By Saskatchewan Scientists May 
Yield Needful Soluble Silicates 


Used in Soap Making, Weighting of Silk, 
, Fabric Dyes, Waterproofing Treatment for 
Bricks and Cement, and Many Other Ways 


REGINA.—A new industry, using three native Saskatchewan 
materials — sand, lignite coal and sodium sulphate — may be in 
the making for this province. Scientists at-the University of Sask- 
atchewan are using these materials to produce soluble silicate, a 
material with a large number of commercial uses. 


The research project, sponsored for 
two years by the Saskatchewan re- 
search council, is being carried out 
by Dr. S. D. Cavers, professor of 
chemical engineering. 

Soluble silicates are used in soap 
manufacture, the impregnation of 
wood, weighting of’ silk, fabric dyes, 
as an adhesive in corrugated paper 
boxes, as a waterproofing treatment 
for bricks and cement and in many 
other ways. 

The scientists are secking to pro- 
duce soluble silicates by fusing sodi- 
um sulphate, available in large quan- 


Man. Experiences 
Worst Harvesting 
Year Since 1900 


WINNIPEG. — Manitoba agricul- 
tural experts said the current har- 
vesting season rivals 1900 as the 
most unfavorable in the history of 
the province. 7 

Between 15 and 20 per cent, of the 
Manitoba crop was still to be har- 
vested on Oct, 26, the provincial ag- 
riculture department reported. 

Most of the unharvested crop lie 
in the southwest, west and northern 
sections of the province. 

Main cause of the poor harvest is 
said continuous unfavorable weather 
conditions including several snow- 
falls, 

Officials estimated that not more 
than 20 per cent. of the crop in the 
rich Swan River valley country has 
been harvested to date. 

In 1900 records show that farmers 
finally got their break in good weath- 
er on Oct. 7. This year, poor weather 
has generally prevailed throughout 
the last two months, 

At least 90 per cent of the prov- 
ince’s sugar beet crop has been har- 
vested:so far. 


Longer To Live

life span, Life insurance officials report from time to time on this subject 
and figures given by them show that the life expectancy of the average 
person has increased considerably since the beginning of this-century. One 
firm reported that since 1912 the average length of life of industrial policy 
holders had increased by twenty-one years, The rate for industrial policy 
holders is reported to be slightly higher than for the general population,

‘Mackenzie Highway Vital Link 
To Canada's West Northland 


Important Supply Route for Northern 
| Industry and Outlet for Minerals 


EDMONTON. — The Mackenzie highway, a vital link with 
Canada's northland, reached farther into the Northwest Territories 
than any other highway in Canada. Only the Alaska highway 
extends farther north, but it enters the Yukon without touching 
the Northwest Territories, and doesn't link with important indus- 
tries of the area. 

The all-weather Mackenzie high- 
way stretches across muskeg, forests 
and farmlands for 384 miles from 
Grimshaw near Peace River in Al- 
berta to Hay River on Great Slave 
Lake in the Northwest Territories. 

It is a vital, supply route for 
northern industry, carrying mining 
machinery, provisions and supplies to 
the north and shipments of fish, 
grain, fur and lumber to the rail port 
of Grimshaw, It is also an impor- 
tant outlet for gold from Yellowknife 
and uranium from Port Radium on 
Great Bear Lake, 

Large trucks now deliver supplies 
to the doorsteps ef traders who once 
waited weeks for them to be freight- 
ed.along the Peace River or—carried 
by winter tractor-train. The truck 
cargoes are moved on to Yellowknife 
and points on the Mackenzie river 
by boat from Hay River. 

Homesteaders in Alberta’s far 
north use the highway to carry har- 
vests to elevators. Areas around 


New Method 
Used In Alberta 
To Locate Oil 


CALGARY.—A new method of lo- 
cating oil and gas fields—longo—is 
attracting attention in Alberta. The 
new method proposes to determine 
the actual presence of oil or gas 
through the operation of electrical 
currents, This contrast to seismo+ 
graph operation, which can at best 
‘locate structures: favorable to oil ac- 
cumulation, 

The method has been developed by 
Dr. F. W. Lee, former chief of the 
geophysical survey section of the 
U.S. bureau of mines. He organized 
the bureau's division of geophysical 
exploration in 1928. 

Dr. Lee’s method works the same 
as electric logs in wells already drill- 
ed. But he claims to be able to tell 
bythe electrical resistivity method 
in advance of any drilling whether 
any gas or oil are present, 

With an imposing scientific record 
behind him; Dr, Lee is beginning to 
attract considerable attention in Al- 
berta where the ‘location of strati- 
graphic traps is still a hit or miss 


tities in Saskatchewan, with silica 
and carbon, A series of small-scale 
tests has been made using tempera- 
tures from 900 to 1,200 degrees centi- 
grade, In these first experiments, a 
commercial silica called Ottawa sand 
and commercial carbon black were 
uSed with the Saskatchewan sodium 
sulphate, 

Yields as Aigh as 95 per cent, sol- 
uble silicates have been obtained. 

Now the researchers are seeking to 
use all Saskatchewan materials in 
the process. A pure sand, available” 
in commercial quantities in the prov- 
ince, is being substituted for the Ot- 
tawa sand and lignite char, a ma- 
terial produced from Saskatchewan 
lignite coal, is replacing the commer- 
cial carbon black. 

First tests indicate that these sub- 
stitutions can be made without seri- 
ously affecting the yield of soluble 
silicates. However, further experi- 
ments are required before commer- 
cial production can become a reality. 

These involve fusion on a larger 
scale to determine whether the pro- 
duction would be possible on a come 
mercially feasible basis.

General Expenses Of 
Men In Public Office 
Not Deductible In Tax 


OTTAWA. — General expenses in- 
curred by men in public office can- 
not be deducted for income tax pur- 
poses, the income tax appeal board 
ruled in a decision made public re- 
cently. 

The ruling was made in appeals by 
Hubert Badanai, mayor of Fort Wil- 
liam, and by F. J. Mitchell, Edmon- 
ton alderman. Mr. Badanai sought 
to deduct $940 from his 1949 salary 
of $2,000 for expenses incurred in 
connection with the chief magis- 
trate’s post — including monthly 
broadcasts to citizens on the state 
of the city’s business, 

Mr. Mitchell sought to deduct $750 
from his 1949 income for the same 
reasons,

To Permit Beaver 
Trapping In Southern 
Saskatchewan This Fall 


SASKATOON.—For the first time 
in more than 20 years fall trapping 
of beaver will be allowed this year 
in southern Saskatchewan. 

The reason: Beaver have increased 
in the south to the point where in 
some areas they are causing prop- 
erty damage by blocking culverts, 
flooding roads and fields, cutting val- 
uable trees and even gathering stook- 
ed or swathed grain from adjacent 
fields, presumably to patch their 
houses and dams. 

In announcing the fall beaver trap- 
- |ping, Game Commissioner _E. L. 
Paynter stressed that it was not an 
“open season” and that permits would 
be granted to trap beaver only where 
the beaver were responsiblefor prop- 
erty damage.
